“We reminisce about the players of the sixties and early sev- 
enties, who brought people to games with their great skill, their 


body movements and their goals 


“Perhaps people are turning away from the gathe because they 
are not seeing these skills. Perhaps our coaches are copying a 
type of football not suitable to this country. BY copying English 
football, we are becoming poor cousins of English football. 

“We must reassess the system so we do not copy only one coun- 
try. We must get coaches from not one country, but a variety of 
countries, and produce players with an allegiance to Australia. 


We must stop importing players unless they have uni 


e skill. 


Instead, we should import top coaches. We must plan for inter- 
national success because that is the key to soccer succeeding 


here.”’ 


Mr Papasavas also fired a broadside at the way the national 


youth team is selected, saying: 


“We all watched our youth team in Russia and we must con- 
gratulate the players on their valiant efforts, but they left a lot to 


be desired in skill. 


“We are grateful to the federal government fer their assist- 
ance through the Australian Institute of Sport but such assistance 
should be unconditional. A lot of good players have been produced

That player kicked 
Brownlie and seemed pleased 
to have escaped the referee’s 
wrath He wasn’t pleased 
when Brownlie punished him

Brownlie could play. He was 
in the Box Hill team which 
won its way into State League 
in’ 1968, played its way out of 
State Ledgue in 1969 then 
waited until 1982 to win back 
its State League status.

How is it that Northern NSW has its own 
“State”? soccer federation, even though it’s 


not a State? 

Andy Kun, one of soccers 
pioneers, is among those who 
can give you the answer. 


He was there when new 
State federations replaced an- 
tiqiated amateur associations 
throughout Australia in the 
early sixties. 

The virile new federation 
wanted a national umbrella, so 
they set about forming the 
Australian Soccer Federation 

“The old Australian Soccer 
Association was the highest 
body before the ASF was 
formed, and it was based in 
Newcastle,’’ Kun remembers. 

“There was much opposition 
to the association because it 


gave clubs in Sydney no op- 
portunities for promotion, and 
it had very few international 
connections.”” 

By the time the States got 
together to form the ASF, the 
Victorian Soccer Federation 
had been involved in a court 
action against the old Victor- 
ian Amateur Soccer Football 
Assocation over which of the 
two bedies should control 
soccer in that State. 

“Tke way the case was 
Going, it Was obvious we (the 
federation forces) were going 
tO Win, So we made an out-of- 
court eement which made 
the federation the official 
body,= Kun says.

Brownlie was ‘orn in 
Caldercruix in Scotland and 
came to Australia in July, 
1966. He joined Doncaster 
Royers for the remainder of 
that season but was spotted by. 
Box Hill’s Alan Voce who, 
along with Tommy White and 
Bill Buck, was/instrumeéntal in 
getting Brownlie -to join the 
Hillmen the following year. 

““t think that we had a far 
better side then than we do 
now.

“But the atmosphere then 
was no different to what it is 
now. Box Hill’s always been a 
great club. There’s a tre- 
mendous family thing about 
the place and it was great for

story had Brownlie not résis- 
ted the temptation to join 
either Footscray J.U.S.T. or 
Croatia in 1969'and 1970.

_“T suppose it was loyalty to 
Box Hill that kept me from 
making a move. Sometimes 1 
think back and wonder what 
could have been had I joined 
J}.UST or Groatia’- Who knows 
what could have happened? 
Who's to say how I would have 
developed? But these are 
things you shouldn't dwell on.’ 


It may come as a Shock to_ 


those who know big Brownlie 
to Jearn that-when he jomed 
Box Hill he-first was used on 


_ the left wing. 


“Pisten, I was a bit nippier 
back in those days, you know, 
and 1 scored a few goals too. 

“It didn't bother me at all 
even though I'd never played 


there before. You see I was - 


glad just to get a game in the 
first team. It wasn’t easy back 
then. I had to work damn hard 
for my spot and it was a big 
thrill for me. Back then Don- 
caster Rovers were in Fourth 
Divisjon and Box Hill was in 
First Division so it was a fair 
bit of a jump to make.” 


Brownlie, an electrician, 
worked in Darwin from 1974 to 
1978. He was going to play up 
there for a club called Rapid 
Creek and had obtained per-

ever, FIFA recognised the old 
association, and would con- 
tinue to do so. The association 
had to bow out voluntarily, and 
therefore it had a bargaining 
position. © 

“They finally agreed to bow 
out providing Newcastle got 
representation on the new fed- 
eration. And so it was agreed 
that a Northern NSW Feder- 
ation be formed, and that it 
would be represented on the 
ASF,”’ Kun says. 

Andy Kun — who will be 80 
next March — was there at the 
meeting in Sydney which led to 
the formation of the ASF in 
1961. So too were VSF presi- 
dent Theo Marmaras and sec- 
retary Stuart Beaton, both 
deceased, and Fred Hutchin- 
son of the .VSF, as well as ‘the 
NSW dignitaries including Jim 
Bayutti and Dr. Henry Sea- 
monds, who was elected the 
first ASF president. He served 
for two years but died of a 
heart attack just a few hours 
after the 1963 annual meeting 
at a hotel in Fitzroy Street, St. 
Kilda. 

Andy Kun also was a founda- 
tion member of the Victorian 
Soccer Federation, along with 
other soccer pioneers Tony 
Kovac, Michael Weinstein, 
Eric Heath, Theo Marmaras, 
John van Hoboken Sen., Enver 
Begovic, John D’Andrea, John 
Castellini and Fred Hutchin- 
son 

_His positions as patron and 
life member of the VSF, and 
honorary. president of Mel- 
bourne-Hungaria reflects the 
dedicated work he has done for 
soccer and the esteem in 
which he is held. 

He ran a _ high-fashion 
clothing company called Mid- 
inette before he retired. He 
and his wife Anne have a 
highly distinguished son, Gabr- 
iel, who is a professor of sur- 
gery, and Andy is president of 
the Australian-Hungarian So- 
ciety as well as chairman of 
nine Hungarian building co- 
operatives. 

He is not as active in soccer 
as he once was, but he keeps 
his finger on the sport’s erra- 
tic pulse. In regards to the 
debate raging about the 
format of the Natinal League, 
he Says: 

“Two years ago, I was ridi- 
culed when | said at board 
meetings that we should get 
accounts to show that the two- 
division format that was being 
proposed would be financial 
suicide. 

“Now the same people who 
pushed it through are working 
hard to destroy what they es- 
tablished, I would like to see a 
return to a 14-team league, but 
not next year, because that 
would harm a lot of decent 
clubs that have worked hard 
and spent a lot of money to be 
where they are. It would be a 
terrible disappointment to 
them. If the league is to 
change back to what we had 
when it first started, then it 
has te give a year’s notice.” 

He, like many others, is 
angry and indignant about the 
ASF and NSE policy that sup- 
presses traditional club 
names. The policy of supres- 
sion implies that being identi- 
fied with a different part of the 
world 1s somehow undesirable. 

“It was a thoroughly unde- 
mocratic decision to ban so- 
called foreign club names,”’ he 
says 

“] was very much against it 
and I think it is my duty as a 
founder of the federation to 
point out that @ person who 
holds a very high position in 
soccer, had a Speech night in 
Melbourne, during which he 


in trying to attract spectators 
is that clubs are trying to stick 
to tradition. 

“Well, part of the reason 
that we are losing support, is 
that the ASF policy has result- 
ed in more and more people 
leaving the game because they 
no longer can identify with 
clubs under new names. 

“In so many other areas, 
ethnic groups are béing en- 
couraged — even by govern- 
ments — to retain their culture 
and their attitudes.”’ 

Andy Kun was born in Debr- 
ecen, Hungary, and later 
moved to Kassa which later 
became part of 
Czechoslovakia. 

He started playing there as 
a schoolboy but at senior level, 
he did not progress past the re- 
serves of the KAC club in 
Kassa, playing at inside right. 
“T had flat feet,” he chuckles. 

But although he failed as a 
player, he was brilliantly suc- 
cessful in managerial posi- 
tions — first as team manager 
of KAC’s juniors, then of the 
senior team which under his 
guidance became champion of 
the First Division. 

Team managers were very 
much like the modern club 
menses in English football. 
They had the final say in tech- 
nical matters. Kun also served 
in various capacities at associ- 
ation level, and after the 
second world war, he became 
team manager at Kednota, 
which later changed its name 
to Kosice and remains one of 
Czechosiovakia’s proudest 
clubs. It toured here in 1971 
and club officials brought with 
them special greetings to Andy 
Kun from State and municipal 
officials back home. 

Andy Kun. arrived in Aust- 
ralia in 1948 and established 
the Melbourne-Hungaria club 
in 1957, along with Joe Andry 
and a military officer, Vic 
Manson. Melbourne Hungaria 
was to go on to win the Aust- 
ralia Cup. Today it is a leading 
light in the Victorian First 
Division, coached for former 
Heidelberg star Pat Bannon. 

Kun started as Melbourne’s 
team manager, was vice-pres- 
ident for a long time, 
chairman from 1965 to 1969, 
manager of the Victorian State 
team and deputy to VSF 
chairman John Barclay during 
a particularly stormy season 


Things came to a head that 
year when Barclay got the 
entire VSF board to.resign. In 
new elections, Theo Marmaras 
was elected chairman, and of 
the retiring executive, only 
Kun was re-nominated. He de- 
clined to stand, however. 


Membership of the Asian 
Confederation was a big issue 
that year. Here's how Kun 
tells it: 

*‘We had the opportunity to 
choose to join the Asian Con- 
federation.. I and others 
thought that Oceania was a 
joke. Victoria’s vote was going 
to be vital in the ASF making 
up its mind, but the VSF 
chairman (John Barclay) and 
board member John Oliphant 
changed their minds, and I 
was left on my own. The result 
was that Australia joined 
Oceania, with the explanation 
being that the ASF president 
would also be made the presi- 
dent of Oceania. Yet Asia 
would have accepted us then, 
_and we would now be reaping 
the benefits.”’ 

Oliphant, incidentally, as 
well as the late Kurt Defris of 
Hakoah and Dr. Charles 
Walker of Polonia, had been 
old association men who had 
fought against the formation 
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mission from Box Hill only to 
find himself tied to a seven- 
day working week. It says 
something about his feelings 
about the game and about how 
comitted he is that after such a 
long break he could return and 
re-estabish himself in soccer: 

He's critical of the present 
State League, describing it as 
‘bloody rubbish’’ and points to 
just four “‘half decent”’ teams 
— Croydon, Morwell Faicons, 
Box Hill and Frankston Pines. 
Sorry, Western Suburbs, but 
you didn’t impress the big man 
and after alj, this is his story. 

“Box Hill probably always 
will be up there and even 
though the club hasn’t got the 
money to go out and buy top 
class players, tt Still can win 
the State League title within 
the next couple of years, I 
don't see why not, looking at 
the other sides in the jeague 
and the overall standard, 
which isn't a patch on what it 
used to be. 

*‘T think weaieed another de- 
fender and we've got a new 
Striker Coming over from the 
UK. next year so. let's keep 
our fingers crossed and hope 
that he’s dinother Steve Smith:

later, and served the VSF for 
many years. 

Of present-day adminis- 
trators, Kun admires Sam 
Papasavas — especially for 
the speech Papasavas made at 
the national player of the year 
dinner in Melbourne last week. 
During that speech, Puapa- 
savas spoke of the need to de- 
velop more skilful soccer, and 
about the ‘‘conflict of inter- 
ests’’ between investors who 
aim to make money by promo- 
ting internatinal matches, and 
administrators ‘‘with the long- 
term good of the game at 
heart.” 

“7 heard that night an unex- 
pected and quite brilliant 
speech from Sam Papasavas, 
who said many of the things I 
have in my mind,”’ Kun says. 
‘He was outspoken and hon- 
est, and that is the way we 
have to run our game. I hope 
the important people realise 
it, and I hope Sam Papasavas 
is strong enough to push his 
ideas through. 

“Too many businessmen 
who come into soccer want to 
run the game the way they run 
a restaurant, or a fashion 
house or a construction com- 
pany. They can’t do it that 
way. If you want to run a sport 
well you have to be human. 
You have to think differently. 
You cannot think of sport just 
as a business 

“Tam strongly against pri- 
vate companies having the 
right to run our international 
games. Federations and clubs 
in particular should run such 
games. In Europe and South 
America, clubs make a lot of 
money from international 
matches, and that’s the way it 
should be here. 

“Sponsors should not inter- 
fere in the running of the 
game. We should keep our part 
of the agreement and we 
should do everything possible 
to give the snonsors value for

their money, but they should 
not tell us what to do.” 

_ He is angry at suggestions 
that there are too many clubs 
— particularly in Victoria. ‘‘I 
hate that kind of talk,’ he 
says. “People who say that are 
idiots. more clubs we 
have, the more kids can play 
the game. And with the rest- 
rictions on imports, these 
small clubs are our only 
source of new players.”’ 

The problem of dwindling 
crowds must be tackled in 
more than & superficial man. 
ner, he says. “It is no goodu 
chairman and a secretary get- 
ting together with a sub-com- 
mittee to talk about it because 
they cannot learn from each 
other. Whatever is wrong Is at 
least partly their fault. We 
need a thorough study by hon- 
est, independent, intelligent 
people to give us the answers. 
Where the administrators 
make their mistake is that 
they do not go onto the streets, 
into the coffee houses to inter- 
view the people who matter — 
the people whe have decided to 
Stay at home rather than 
watch soccer.” 

Kun also sees dangers in the 
NSL's selective promotion sys- 
tem. : 

“If we pick and choose the 
clubs that are promoted, then 
we are in very big danger of 
opening the door to corruption. 
It would'be a matter of buying 
votes — and that could be dis- . 
astrous.”’ 

Looking back over the past 
28 years, Kun remembers the 

‘1967 Australia Cup Final be- 
tween Melbourne-Hungaria 
and APIA as the best he has 
seen. Atti Abonyi stored a hat- 
trick as Melbourne won 4-3 in 
extra time. 

“J also remember a NSW 
grand final in which 
Canterbury, a team of young 
boys coached by Joe Vlasits, 
came up against Prague, 
which was then the greatest 
side in Australia, and made 
them a laughing stock by win- 
ning quite easily.” 

We asked him also to list his 
favorite players over the 
years, |

But Kun himself has done 
more for soccer than any one 
player. We salute Andy Kun, 
we thank him for his dedica- 
tion. We thank his colleagues 
— those who laid the founda- 
tion for Australian soccer and 
now watch sadly as the founda- 
tion gives way. 

May the new generation 
give us men with as much love 
for the game as Andy Kun, 
men with the vision to hait the 
decline.
